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If  you  wanted  to  do  research  on  the  ancient  Sumerians,  or  the  early  Aztecs  for  that  matter,  you  could  get  on  a 
plane  and  within  a few  hours  be  looking  at  the  few,  precious  relics  that  remain  from  those  lost  civilizations.  With 
the  proper  archaeological  tools  and  a little  luck  you  might  even  be  able  to  unearth  some  fragments  of  pottery  or 
skeletons  that  have  lain  in  the  earth,  undisturbed,  for  many  thousands  of  years.  From  the  scattered  evidence  you 
could  draw  brilliant  and  far-reaching  conclusions. 

But  if  you  were  interested  in  the  history  of  our  town,  of  our  school,  you  wouldn't  have  any  ruins  to  guide  you. 
For  though  so  many  of  the  names  on  the  mailboxes  around  East  Longmeadow  have  changed,  so  many  wonderful 
families  come  and  gone,  the  homes  on  Maple  Street  and  Speight  Arden  and  Day  Avenue  are  still  standing.  Of  certain 
landmarks,  a barn  here  or  a dirt  road  there,  you  will  find  no  trace  whatsoever.  No  amount  of  archaeological 
know-how  can  bring  back  the  Polar  Whip  or  the  dances  at  the  Congo.  Neither  can  any  tool  reveal  the  pattern  of 
life  that  once  seemed  so  indelibly  etched  in  our  minds,  but  which  grows  less  distinct  with  each  passing  day.  Before 
those  memories  disappear  forever,  let  us  gather  together  to  hear  the  old  stories  one  more  time,  to  preserve  the 
richness  of  our  past,  and  to  celebrate  our  school  and  ourselves. 


FOREWORD 

In  Greek  mythology,  the  aegis  was  the  breastplate  of  Zeus.  As  the  commander  of  the  forces  of  nature,  he 
rode  in  his  thundercar  wearing  his  aegis  of  stormclouds,  hurling  the  thunderbolt  and  the  lightning  and 
scattering  protective  drops  of  aegis  on  his  subjects.  Through  the  ages,  aegis  came  to  symbolize  both  the 
warrior's  shield  and  the  protection  which  it  lent  to  others. 

During  high  school  days,  we  have  worked  together  under  the  aegis  of  Springfield  and  East  Longmeadow 
high  schools.  Grateful  for  their  protective  guidance,  we  now  separate  into  one  hundred  thirty-five  different 
ways.  Each  graduate  must  now  fashion  for  himself  his  own  shield  of  knowledge  and  experience  strong  enough 
to  meet  the  challenges  of  his  life.  May  each  one,  according  to  his  talents  and  abilities,  decorate  his  shield  with 
his  accomplishments  and,  by  the  qualities  of  his  character,  keep  its  luster  bright.

When  Bill  Burgess  set  down  his  thoughts  on  the  concept  of  "aegis"  back  in  1962  he  expressed  his  sincere  gratitude 
for  the  atmosphere  of  protective  guidance  provided  by  the  school  system  and  the  hope  that  the  knowledge  gained 
here  would  serve  a similarly  protective  role  throughout  his  classmates'  lives.  There  was,  indeed,  much  to  be  thankful 
for  in  those  days.  ELFiS  had  been  built  despite  the  objections  of  many  residents  (it  took  several  town  meetings  to 
resolve  the  issue),  and  the  whole  undertaking  had  about  it  the  expectant  air  of  a great  experiment.  When  the  school 
opened  its  doors  in  1960  there  were  no  seniors;  the  class  of  '62  had  two  years  to  make  this  building  their  own  and 
it  was  with  a great  rush  of  spirit  that  they  set  about  their  task.  The  first  dances  were  held,  the  first  Spectator  printed. 
The  first  Spartanum  was  performed,  the  first  game  played  in  red  and  gray.  The  first  beautifully  dressed  couple 
attended  their  first  prom  and  didn't  stop  celebrating  until  long  after  their  first  graduation.  The  first  chapters  in  135 
lives  had  been  written  as  if  by  a single  hand  but,  as  Bill  Burgess  wrote  in  his  remarkable  foreword,  the  rest  of  the 
stories  would  be  composed  individually.  Now,  thirty  years  later,  the  class  of  1991  is  also  preparing  to  step  out  into 
the  world.  And  although  that  world  has  changed  dramatically,  the  uncertainty  of  the  future  has  not.  We  therefore 
wish  to  reaffirm  the  gratitude  first  expressed  on  this  page  back  in  '62.  To  all  those  who  have  supported  us  and  helped 
make  ELHS  possible,  thank  you.  And  for  ourselves  we  hope  that  the  shield  of  knowledge,  fashioned  here  over  the 
last  four  years,  will  protect  us  from  whatever  is  to  come. 


Sometimes  when  you  look  back  at  where  you've  been, 
it  seems  as  if  you've  never  been  there,  or  even  as  if  the 
place  did  not  exist.  Change  may  cause  you  to  forget  the 
way  things  were  without  realizing  just  how  much 
remains  the  same.  Now,  look  back  to  the  beginning  and 
compare  it  to  today,  but  don't  let  the  pictures  fool  you!

Imagine  East  Longmeadow  High  School  in  the  year  1960  . . . the  swimming  pool  and  small  gym  were  not  even  on  the 
drawing  board,  and  the  freshman-sophomore  wing  just  an  expensive  hope. 

Imagine  Mr.  Dutille,  Mr.  Mann,  Mr.  Camp  (my  chemistry  teacher)  30  years  younger  . . . and,  of  course.  Miss  Herschuk 
who  was,  and  has  remained,  wonderful!  Try  to  imagine  hbw  proud  we  were  to  have  our  very  own  high  school.  We  had  been 
transported  to  the  Springfield  schools  for  10th.,  11th.,  and  12th.  grades.

I remember,  for  instance,  that  a student  tried  to 
force  his  locker  open  and  it  protruded  from  the  wall.  We  were  all  called  down  to  the  auditorium  and  chastised  for  ruining 
the  new  school.  We  had  all  the  newest  equipment,  and  it  wasn't  under  lock  and  key.  No  one  would  think  of  stealing  in  the 
“Good  OT  Days". 

Instead  of  Paula  Abdul,  Christie  Brinkley,  Bon  Jovi  or  Slaughter,  we  had  our  favorites,  Elvis,  The  Supremes  and  James 
Dean.  We  watched  “Father  Knows  Best",  “The  Fugitive"  and  “The  Andy  Griffith  Show". 

We  wore  bobby  socks  and  those  horrid  white  bucks.  We  stood  in  the  halls  in  groups  before  school  planning  what  we 
would  do  after  school,  just  like  you  do.  On  Fridays  the  topic  of  conversation  was  the  dance  at  the  Congregational  Church 
in  the  center  of  town. 

We  were  a very  close  class  because  we  were  so  small  (about  128  students)  and  we  more  or  less  did  everything  together.

My  immediate  family  has  been  attend- 
ing ELHS  continuously  for  twenty-seven 
of  its  thirty  years.  Some  of  us  observe  a 
January  to  December  calendar  in  our 
everyday  lives,  but  REALLY,  we  know 
the  world  operates  on  September  to  June, 
with  July  and  August  reserved  for  brain- 
sleep,  sun  'n'  surf,  and  just  hangin' 
around.  Three  of  us  — editors,  all  — also 
observe  deadlines  on  October  15  (get 
those  color  shots  to  Topeka!)  and  selected 
dates  leading  to  the  February  15  FINAL, 
Phantom  milestones  on  the  road  to  pub- 
lishing Aegis,  capturing  memories  of  ev- 
ery class's  most  important  moments. 

What  was  high  school  like  for  the  Class 
of  '66?  Shorter,  for  one  thing:  when  we 
came  over  from  Birchland,  ELHS  was  a 
three-year  high  school,  and  we  had  grad- 
uated from  ninth  grade  at  the  Junior 
High.  The  building  had  real  windows, 
and  only  one  addition  (so  "the  new 
wing"  was  an  easily  understood  direc- 
tion), and  there  weren't  any  rooms  with 
names.  We  didn't  know  Mr.  Wheeler 
until  he  was  an  auditorium,  but  Mr. 
Jarvis  worked  down  the  hall  and  had  a 
daughter  in  our  class  (They  did  like  li- 
braries.); Mr.  Doubleday  and  Mr. 
Shindler  were  our  principals.  People 
whose  associations  with  the  school  are 
now  memorialized  on  Awards  Night  - A. 
Richardson  Goodlatte,  Mary  Kennedy, 
Virginia  Shindler,  James  Grocott  - were 
our  friends  and  relatives  and  teachers, 
still  making  the  contributions  remem- 
bered annually  now. 

Being  at  the  High  School  brought  so 
many  symbols  of  maturity!  We  had  the 
first  "a  la  carte"  lunch  offerings  (two  or 
three  cold  sandwiches  vs  hot  lunch- 
salad  bars  hadn't  been  invented  yet);  the 
school  store  was  new;  we  looked  forward 
to  being  in  Honor  Society,  so  we  could 
enjoy  the  perk  of  having  a duplicate  set 
of  textbooks  (no  lugging  books  back  and 
forth,  though  you  had  to  learn  not  to 
leave  your  homework  home.)  We  trav- 
eled the  corridors  on  3x5  cardboard  "per- 
manent passes"  (permanent,  until  laun- 
dered or  exhausted  and  gray);  chose  from 
a list  of  thirty  after-school  clubs;  cheered 
athletic  teams,  many  of  them  regional 
champs.  There  were  lots  of  dances. 
Spartanum  was  Spectaculum.  Why 
doesn't  anyone  question  painting  your 
skin  silver  for  five  minutes  of  tableaux? 

The  vocabulary  lists  were  identical. 
The  only  change  in  the  order  of  our  class 
periods  came  during  the  spring,  when  the 
afternoon  classes  rotated  weekly  so  our 
athletes  wouldn't  always  miss  the  same 
class.

courses,  but  many  of  us  were  on  an  "accelerated"  track,  allowed  to  take  the  standard  courses  a year  ahead  of  the  rest  of 
our  class,  thus  fitting  in  extra  courses  by  the  end.  Our  SAT  scores  weren't  routinely  added  together:  if  they  had  been, 
a total  of  1300-1400  wouldn't  have  been  unusual. 

Our  Aegis  had  the  first  color  pictures  (one  four-color;  several  duotone)  and  the  first  "theme"  developed  in  an 
introduction  and  then  used  to  unify  sections;  its  text  and  captions  already  sound  a bit  melodramatic.  My  recollections 
of  the  Famous  Class  Pranks  have  all  been  edited  by  a present  High  Authority  (Ask  me  sometime  how  a simple  spool  of 
thread  can  be  used  effectively  and  almost  safely  on  the  April  Fool's  Day.),  but  we  were  sufficiently  well-behaved  at 
Betty's  Old  Towne  House  so  ELHS  Senior  Banquets  can  still  be  held  there  today,  and  we're  even  going  to  be  let  in  for 
our  twenty-fifth  reunion. 

JFK  was  assassinated  during  our  first  semester  at  ELHS,  and  by  the  time  we  graduated,  "Vietnam"  was  a household 
word.  It  seems  amazing  that  wonderful  and  horrifying  events  we  experienced  as  adults  now  appear  in  your  history  books. 
Looking  back  over  my  mementos,  though.  I've  found  high  school  memories  well-preserved,  just  as  we  planned  while 
meeting  those  deadlines.  The  funny  thing  is  — the  memories  captured  by  Aegis  '90 — and  probably  '91,  as  well — are 
very  much  the  same  as  ours,  only  with  different  trappings  and  an  updated  idiom.  Underneath,  our  ELHS  is  your  ELHS.

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"It  was  the  best  of  times  ..."  Looking  back  on  thirty  years  of  ELHS  Commencements,  it  is  difficult  to  contrast  and 
compare  what,  in  effect,  are  very  different  institutions.  At  the  time  of  the  initial  graduation,  in  1962,  the  enrollment  of 
635  was  about  the  same  as  today  but  a perusal  of  the  Program  Studies  reveals  choices  like  French,  German,  Latin, 
Russian,  and  Spanish  as  well  as  Contemporary  Thought  and  a Math/Science  Seminar.  (AP  courses  were,  as  yet,  only 
an  acorn  of  an  idea  at  ETS.)  Students  could  take  either  Bookkeeping  or  Accounting  and  both  Music  and  Art 
Appreciation  courses  were  available.  Spartans  of  the  day  were  required  to  wear  collared  shirts  (Longmeadow  H.S. 
required  ties!)  and  skirts  (no  pants  or  shorts  for  girls)  that  came  below  the  knee.  No  jeans,  no  long  hair,  no  hats,  no 
radios— no  "right"  of  individual  expression.  Our  initial  school  colors,  incidently,  were  Scarlet  & Silver— too  expen- 
sive for  uni's.  But  the  handbook  reflected  the  times.  These  first  4 or  5 classes  produced  scads  of  All  District  musicians, 
several  Boston  Globe  Art  Competition  winners  and  over  20  people  with  1400+  SAT's — lots  of  MD's,  PhD;s  and  big- 
time  entrepreneurs  in  this  alum  pool.  We  also  still  have  trophies  won  for  Driver  Ed,  Industrial  Arts  and  Home  Ec. 

As  enrollment  increased  to  the  top  figure  of  1350,  so,  too,  did  performance  and  participation.  Some  random 
recollections: 

Singing  the  ELHS  Alma  Mater  at  graduations  and  athletic  events,  along  with  the  National  Anthem. 

The  JUGGERNAUT  YEARS  in  football.  Undefeated  teams  were  the  expectation  and  the  opponent  made  no 
difference.  Coach  Modzelewski  had  a major  hand  in  these  teams  and  his,  later,  basketball  teams  played  Man-to-Man 
defense  like  it  hasn't  been  seen,  before  or  since. 

Mr.  Sarazin's  truly  spectacular  Spartanums  that  were  sold  out  for  all  three  performances. 

The  Swim  teams  that  Mr.  Bolles  took  to  the  State  and  New  England  titles— developing  an  all-American,  in  the 
process.

"They  were  the  best  of  times,  they  were  the  worst  of  times. 

They  were  seasons  of  hope,  they  were  seasons  of  despair.  We  had 
nothing  before  us,  we  were  all  going  direct  to  Heaven."  Perhaps  no 
other  sport  is  more  tightly  bound  to  the  school's  identity  than 
football.  Winning  baseball  teams  come  and  go  and  the  memories  of 
a successful  soccer  season  begin  to  fade  before  the  last  leaves  are  off 
the  trees.  Only  football  is  left  to  face  the  harsh  reality  of  November. 
When  the  program  began  back  in  1961  there  was  little  to  look 
forward  to  beyond  bruises  and  lopsided  defeats.  Nevertheless,  that 
first  inexperienced  and  undermanned  squad  managed  to  go  2-4, 
setting  a standard  of  effort  that  has  carried  over  to  other  sports  ever 
since.  When  the  teams  brought  home  championship  trophies 
throughout  the  70's,  the  attendant  glory  and  praise  proved  an 
intoxicating  combination,  and  for  a while  expectations  were  unrealis- 
tically high.  The  1991  Spartans  were  a welcome  return  to  the  spirit 
of  that  first  team,  and  they  have  also  learned  to  measure  their 
successes  in  terms  that  can't  be  found  in  won-and-lost  columns. 
Captains  Scott  Maurer  and  Bob  Raina  kept  the  Spartans  fighting  to 
the  final  gun  all  year,  and  along  with  fellow  seniors  Jason  Cloutier, 
Chris  Ciriello,  Pat  Maia,  and  Mark  Urban,  exhibited  the  kind  of 
leadership  that  makes  you  proud  to  put  on  the  red  and  gray.  Victories 
over  Palmer  and  Athol  highlighted  a season  that  saw  E.  L.  participa- 
tion for  the  first  time  in  the  Intercounty  League  and  play  our  first 
home  games  at  night.  Sophomore  Matt  Bean  showed  promise  at 
halfback,  while  Ben  Craft,  Rossi  Giuggio,  Anthony  Frigo  and  John 
Byrne  contributed  significantly  on  both  sides  of  the  ball.  Despite 
their  2-8  record,  this  team  never  backed  down  from  an  opponent  and 
remained  faithful  to  the  motto  of  the  first  Spartans:  "We  don't  ask  85 
how  many  or  how  strong  the  enemy  is,  we  just  ask  where  he  is."

Memories  Of  An  Old  Mermaid 


Swimming  was  an  important  part  of  my  life.  By  the  time  I 
entered  high  school,  girls'  swimming  programs  were  in  their 
infancy  stages.  East  Longmeadow's  program  was  in  its  second 
year.  The  incoming  swimmers  of  that  freshman  class  of  1970 
represented  the  first  wave  of  professional  swimmers. 

Trained  at  Coach  Charles  E.  Silvia's  Pine  Knoll  Swim  School, 
and  already  versed  in  swim  meet  protocol  from  involvement 
with  the  town's  age  group  program,  we  began  a golden  age  of 
swimming  for  East  Longmeadow.  We  did  not  know  anything 
about  that  grander  dream.  We  were  young,  we  were  good  and 
we  were  ready  for  anything. 

The  high  school  swimming  program  improved  with  every 
year,  but  our  first  really  spectacular  season  occurred  in  the  fall 
of  1972.  I was  in  my  junior  year  and  I was  one  of  the  captains  of 
the  team.  We  began  our  dual  meet  season  in  September  with  a 
surprise  three-point  win  over  our  arch-rival  Minnechaug. 

From  that  meet  on,  we  were  on  a winning  streak.  Our  rosy 
picture  was  about  to  change,  drastically,  since  our  high  school 
pool  had  been  slowly  deteriorating.  Due  to  a disintegrating 
filtration  system,  the  pool  collapsed  when  the  filter  blew  up. 
The  pool  was  drained.  What  a disruption!  There  we  were, 
streaking  to  the  best  winning  season  ever,  only  to  be  left  high 


and  dry.  Who  should  come  to  the  rescue,  however,  with  an 
offer  of  a place  to  practice,  but  Minnechaug. 

Our  practice  time  was  sandwiched  in  between  their  girls' 
team  practice  and  their  town's  age  group  practice.  Our  nomad- 
ic squad  spent  the  rest  of  the  season  shuttling  between  every 
pool  in  Western  Massachusetts  for  practices  and  dual  meets. 

We  were  league  dual  meet  champions  that  year  with  a 10-0 
record.  We  swam  and  dove  to  a second  place  finish  at  the  6th 
annual  Western  Mass.  Swimming  and  Diving  Champion- 
ships, losing  to  first  place  Minnechaug  by  5 points.  We  set 
school  and  Western  Mass,  records. 

Does  a great  facility  equal  a great  team?  Not  necessarily. 
Does  practice  time  involving  excessive  yardage  produce  a win- 
ning season?  Not  necessarily.  That  season  showed  me  that 
comraderie  and  a never-say-die  attitude  turned  what  could 
have  been  a depressing  season  to  one  of  the  most  fun  as  well  as 
the  most  successful  seasons  in  our  school's  swimming  history. 
The  moral  strength  of  the  team  members,  their  Pine  Knoll 
training,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  captains  and  the  upperclasswo- 
men,  produced  a squad  that  lived  up  to  that  upstart  image. 
Nothing  was  going  to  stop  us  and  nothing  ever  did.

Tribute  To  Coach  Robert  Dobias 


Recently  I listened  to  the  great  and  highly  successful  Nortre 
Dame  football  coach,  Lou  Holtz,  speak  about  making  his  team 
a national  champion.  As  he  spoke,  I experienced  flashbacks  to 
the  pre-game  pep  talks  given  by  my  high  school  varsity  foot- 
ball coach,  Bob  Dobias,  for  I saw  enormous  similarities  in  the 
personal  attributes  and  coaching  philosophy  of  the  two  men. 

Each  coach  took  a team  whose  members  had  talent,  but  were 
apathetic  about  winning,  and  transformed  that  team  into  a 
champion.  While  the  athletic  ability  of  the  players  was  an 
important  factor,  alone  it  had  not  guaranteed  success  in  the 
past.  Previous  coaches  had  similar  pools  of  talent  with  which 
to  work,  yet  had  been  unable  to  achieve  similar  results.  Clearly 
it  was  Dobias  and  Holtz  who  made  the  difference  in  the  success 
of  their  respective  teams.  These  two  men  were  able  to  maxi-, 
mize  the  level  of  their  teams'  play,  because  they  possessed  the 
magic  necessary  to  unlock  the  talents  of  individuals  and  instill 
the  confidence  and  the  commitment  to  excellence  the  team 
needed  to  become  champions. 

Coach  Dobias  was  a master  at  motivating  his  players.  He 
knew  just  when  and  how  to  do  it  as  few  people  I have  met 
before  or  since.  I remember  one  week  during  my  junior  year 
before  the  all-important  South  Hadley  game.  Practice  had  been 
progressing  poorly.  Dobias  called  a team  meeting,  spoke  one 
sentence,  canceled  practice  and  walked  out  of  the  gym,  shaking 
his  head  in  disgust.  He  told  us  that  we  cared  more  about  being 
in  some  dark  corner  of  a hallway  making  out  with  a girlfriend 
than  we  did  about  winning.  Despite  some  validity  to  his  accu- 
sation, our  team  was  totally  intent  on  winning  and  he  knew  it. 
Was  his  performance  just  staged  theatrics?  No!  Just  classic 
Dobias,  and,  as  usual,  very  effective.  He  made  us  feel  bad  and 
made  us  determined  to  win.  What  else  could  we  do  to  prove 


him  wrong  but  go  out  and  beat  South  Hadley  . . . and  we  did 
. . . for  the  first  time  in  our  school's  history! 

Under  Coach  Dobias'  leadership,  East  Longmeadow  pro- 
gressed from  being  the  perennial  ''doormat''  team  of  the  league 
in  the  1960's  to  being  the  perennial  powerhouse  in  the  1970's. 
In  my  senior  year,  we  captured  the  Western/Central  Massa- 
chusetts Division  II  championship  in  the  final  seconds  of  the 
game,  by  defeating  a much  bigger,  stronger  and  heavily  fa- 
vored opponent. 

If  not  for  Coach  Dobias,  I would  simply  have  been  one  of  the 
thousands  that  day  who  could  only  witness  the  victory  rather 
than  experiencing  it.  He  had  convinced  me  in  my  sophomore 
year  to  continue  playing  football,  after  my  freshman  coach  had 
all  but  discouraged  the  idea. 

This  hard  fought  and  emotionally  charged  championship 
triumph  was  the  pinnacle  of  my  high  school  football  career. 
However,  the  victory  was  bittersweet,  for  sadly  it  marked  the 
final  game  from  which  I would  have  the  opportunity  to  learn 
form  this  great  coach  and  person. 

In  my  35  years,  few  individuals  have  had  as  profound  an 
impact  on  the  development  of  my  character  as  Coach  Dobias. 
At  first,  his  nasal  voice  and  ''laid  back”  manner  did  little  to 
encourage  admiration.  But,  over  a period  of  time,  the  team 
developed  a great  respect,  which  I still  hold  for  this  man.  He 
established  standards  of  excellence  by  which  we  were  judged. 
He  created  the  environment  necessary  to  build  our  self-confi- 
dence. He  instilled  a sense  of  trust  and  dependence  on  each 
other.  He  made  us  winners. 

We  were  truly  an  extension  of  Coach  Dobias.  We  were  his 
team.
